On Friday you looked at the above- 
mentioned 1797 C-1; and on Saturday you bought it while I 
was looking through a double-row box of British tokens 
previously brought to me by Phil Flanagan of Gothic Coins 
and Stamps, 103 S, Main, Akron, Ohio 44308, When you 
mentioned that you were looking for half-cent errors and/or 
unusual die states I handed to you a ’’London Penny Token” 
having a ”cud” large enough to be considered interesting. 

My memory refuses to tell me whether or not it was the 
’’Old Ordnance Office” variety. There are at least twenty 
varieties of this token all having the ’’London Penny Token” 
reverse that you describe. Before seeing your letter I 
sincerely believed that you handed the piece back to me; 
and I sincerely believed that I returned it to Phil Flanagans 
box. Now I have doubts. If you think that it can possibly 
belong to Phil please ask him to identify his holder or 
something. If you decide to send the piece to me I can 
telephone him and find out if he has missed it.
